Does the Bookstore Appeal to the 
Passerby>? 


OME people there are that dislike to enter 
a shop, are shy at opening a large plate 





glass door to face unknown and inquiring 
eyes within. The retailer becomes so familiar 
with the many faces that come again and again 
into the store that he sometimes forgets that 
there are many others who look, hesitate and 
pass by. Perhaps they pass by because they 
do not know just what to ask for or how to 
ask for it, perhaps because they are not sure 
about the firm, perhaps because the store looks 
dignified or expensive while they prefer in- 
formality and possible inexpensiveness. 

A bookseller might perhaps consider putting 
in a line of technical books believing that there 
are hundreds of tradesmen and mechanics who 
are looking for the material that will help 
them increase their ability. Can he get these 
people into his store for the books they need? 
Very probably so by window displays and by 
having a salesman who knows the difference 
between metal working and plumbing. Yet 
even with the best efforts there will be many 
prospective buyers who will say to themselves, 
“That store is evidently not my style. They 
cater to the high-brow trade. I shall be 
charged for style and service for which I don’t 
wish to pay.” 

The second-hand store appeals to the eye of 
this man even tho it may he a new full-priced 
volume he selects from the shelf; the depart- 
ment store too is easier to enter as the aisles 
seem more like a public street where one can 
wander without interruption or inquiry. 

How does the average buyer size up a store 
and get his opinion of its merchandise level ? 
Prohahly from his accumulated experiences in 
Certain types of front and cer- 
tain characteristics of window display have 
‘ome to he connected with a certain tvpe of 
merchandising.

It does not 
seem likely that the type of display which 
catches the public of the United Cigar Stores 
is likely to appeal to the greatest body of 
book buyers. Even the popular fiction dis- 
played in a Liggett window looks to the book 
buyer to be poorer merchandise than when 
displayed in a full depth window with un- 
crowded signs. 

It seems to be the experience of bookstores 
that a simple front with windows that can 
be dressed in an uncongested way, yet with 
attractive signs, gives on the whole the most 
suitable appeal for a bookstore. If a personal 
and eclectic note is to be struck, brighter color 
can be successfully used; if second-hand books 
or bargain sets are displayed, a more crowd- 
ed window with more price marks seems 
effective. 

If dignity of display serves to keep out some 
possible buyers, this reserve may be broken 
down by the direct appeal of book displays 
on trade, business and practical affairs, cou- 
pled with a careful and sympathetic handling 
of the customer when inside. 

There are too many people that do not 
know the inside of the local bookstore. Means 
must be found to make connection with this 
public. Careful thought and experiment should 
give the cue as to the best way to meet this

W ord Merchants vs Plot Makers 


The debate as to relations between book 
and film has been waging warm in the press. 
Mr. Channing Pollock has given out a scath 
ing attack on the malpractice of the film 
directors; Mr. Wildhack has expressed an 
emphatic opinion that the screen is not a suit 
able medium of expression for the author 
and now Mr. Rex Beach, in the Authors 
League Bulletin, declares that “to the author 
with a living, moving story, which is capable 
of visualization, it offers a field as wide or 
wider than the printed page. 

“Nor can I agree that an author’s main 
stock in trade is words, and that the skillful 
use of them in plot development, style, char- 
acter, analysis, and the like is what makes 
him an author. How about the plot itself? 
Is there no importance to the idea, the theme, 
the -story upon and about which the words 
are draped? 

“There are some conspicuous word mer- 
chants who deal in the English language, but 
the general public doesn’t clamor for their 
wares. They write for the ‘thinking class’— 
the élite, the discriminating. As a rule they 
scorn the crass commercialism of magazines 
and movies and such inartistic catch-penny 
devices. However, literary masterpieces live 
because they have been and will be read not 
by the few, but by the many. That was true 
in the time of Homer, and even today the 
first move made by an editor when he re- 
ceives a manuscript, or a gentle reader when 
he buys a book, or a T. B. M. when he sinks 
into an orchestra chair, is to look around for 
John Henry Plot. If Mr. Plot is too long 
delayed in arriving or doesn’t come at all, the 
editor usually sends regrets, the reader yawns, 
and the tired business man falls asleep. It’s 
a sad state of affairs and awful tough on art, 
but it can’t be helped. 
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CENTRALIZED BOOK SELECTION FOR LIBRARIES 


The proposal for a New York headquarters 
for library binding, cataloging, and book se- 
lection as printed in the PusBLisHERS’ WEEKLY 
of June 7th, was not brought up for discussion 
at the Asbury Park Convention but a com- 
inittee is to be appointed to further investigate 
the idea. 

The librarian of the Youngstown, Ohio, 
Public Library, Joseph L. Wheeler, as one 
of those who drafted the original proposal 
offers this comment on the plan and its rela- 
tion to the book-trade: 

Editor, PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY: 

At the conference of the American Library 
Association a motion was carried authorizing 
the Executive Board to appoint a committee 
to consider a plan for centralizing book se- 
lection, buying, and rebinding, and publicity. 
I do not know whether the committee has 
been appointed, but as the person who made 
the motion calling for this appointment, | 
wish to call attention to two or three facts 
for the benefit of the book trade. 

1. This project is as much an outcome of 
some of the problems of library rebinding as 
it is of the work done by the American Li- 
brary Association War Service, and the whole 
matter is one not so much of discounts or 
saving on original book prices as it is of im- 
proving the service which libraries are giving 
tothe public. At the present time every library, 
by doing its own work in its own way, is con- 
suming a disheartening proportion of the time 
of its staff in what are simply preparatory 
processes—getting the books ready for use, 
with the result that the main work of the 
library gets little attention—the actual getting 
of books used by the public. I mention the 
loregoing, because I think to most booksellers 
it will bring a new point of view. 

2. Perhaps this may be the occasion for a 
concerted effort on the part of the three in- 
terested parties—publishers, booksellers, and 
librarians—in a great campaign to get the pub- 
lic to use more books. If any bookseller 
takes the attitude that a centralized selecting 
and buying office is going to injure his per- 
sonal business, it will be most unfortunate, 
and, to my mind, not true to facts. Is it not 
true by this time that the booksellers as well 
as the publishers realize very clearly that 
public libraries have been one of the greatest 
aids in increasing their business? In my own 
library we not only assist the local bookstore 
in looking up publishers, prices, and _ titles, 
and even filling out and mailing to them order 
cards for customers, but we have assisted in 
Preparing their book publicity. We have had 
library assistants on duty at the bookstore dur- 
ing the Christmas season, and in many ways 
have undertaken to increase the local sale of 
books thru the stores. We believe that this 
is an important function of a public library, 
and I am sure that many librarians, if not all 
ot them, feel the same way. 

3. The question of discounts is one which 
has been discussed on many occasions, and 
will be of importance, tho perhaps not of 


primary importance, in the proposed plan. 
Suppose, for instance, that in order to get 
their books very promptly and to avoid the 
necessity of rebinding books, especially fiction, 
the libraries should decide to have new fiction 
ordered thru a central bureau as soon as the 
galley proofs could be read by a competent 
committee, and that books thus could be or- 
dered in the sheets and then bound with a 
library overcast stitching and placed in library 
buckram covers, gilded or decorated with the 
publishers’ regular dies and plates. Even at 
the retail price the libraries would, by such 
a scheme, receive much better service and 
give it to their public than they have ever 
succeeded in doing, and the rebinding of fic- 
tion thereafter would be unnecessary. 

In conclusign I would like to say that this 
plan presents many practical difficulties, and it 
may be that all of it, or even any part of it 
will not grove feasible. I am writing this in 
the hope that booksellers will do their best 
to co-operate and find some ways to carry 
out the plan rather than to become prejudiced 
against it on account of the possibility of los- 
ing library business. If local dealers would 
make an effort to develop the trade that is 
waiting for them in their home towns rather 
than to depend upon public library business 
to keep them afloat, their.sales would doubt- 
less increase considerably. That seems to be 
the experience in this town. This is the time 
for booksellers and librarians to join with the 
publishers in working out a plan that will help 
all parties concerned. I write this in an un- 
official way as no committee has yet been ap- 
pointed so far as I know.

Which Are the Best Reviewing Mediums? 


A valuable new feature of the 1919 edition 
of the American Book-Trade Manual (Bow- 
ker) is the list of tested reviewing mediums. 
Twenty leading publishers submitted their 
lists of periodicals and newspapers that had 
given the best service in book reviewing. 
These lists were compared and a consensus of 
opinion found. 

Newspapers to the numbers of 25 were rec- 
ommended by at least 75 per cent. of the pub- 
lishers, 25.more were on the lists of at least 
50 per cent. of the publishers and 50 more by 
at least 30 per cent., 128 others were used 
occasionally. 

Of the periodicals a list of 16 comprises 
those that are continuously supplied with re- 
view copies by at least half the publishers, a 
second group of 16 are found on the mailing 
lists of at least 25 per cent. of the publishers. 

These lists form a valuable guide to the 
publisher who wishes to make the best use 
of publicity material. 

The Annual which has not had a revision 
since 1914, contains the latest address lists of 
American publishers and booksellers and Eng- 


lish publishers. 
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AN AMY LOWELL BOOKSHELF 


A bookshelf of modern poets, selected by 
Amy Lowell especially for Doubleday, Page 
bookshops makes its appearance this week. The 
collection represents the cream of what Miss 
Lowell deems the best and most represent- 
ative volumes produced by the modern move- 
ment in poetry to date. . 

Including three books of interpretive criti- 
cism and the anthology of Harriet Monroe 
and Alice Corbin Henderson, there are fifty- 
four volumes on Miss Lowell’s list. In as- 
sembled form these will be offered to the pub- 
lic immediately thru the Doubleday, Page 
bookshops at the Pennsylvania Terminal, 
Lord & Taylor’s and the Liberty Tower Book- 
shop, 55 Liberty Street, New York City. A 
little later it is expected that “A Bookshelf of 
Modern Poets, compiled by Amy Lowell” will 
be placed on sale generally thruout the coun- 
try. 

As nearly as anything can, this selection of 
Miss Lowell’s represents a definitive list. The 
poetry of the last half dozen years has been 
exhaustively reviewed by her in arriving at 
her choices. No modern in her opinion essen- 
tially worthwhile has been omitted, whether 
he writes in the older or the most unfetter- 
edly advanced idiom. Neither has anyone 
merely startling or sensational or freakish been 
included. The level of excellence set by her 
own critical conscience has formed the sole 
criterion of Miss Lowell’s acceptance or re- 
jection. 

In a sense, the compilation of this list by 
Miss Lowell at this time comes as a climax 
to the progress of the movement for which 
she has so tirelessly battled. Tho many still 
dislike it, this movement, among the critics 
and experts, has now definitely won its spurs. 
It has run the usual gamut of ridicule, and 
come out victorious. It admittedly has to be 
reckoned with. To the great mass of average 
readers, however, it still remains largely an 
enigma—an uncharted sea upon which, with 
the best desires in the world, they know not 
how to find their way. It is to these average 
readers that Miss Lowell now presents “A 
Bookself of Modern Poets” as a reliable com- 
pass. 

The broad spirit in which the Boston poet 
has entered upon her selective task lends 
interest to her inclusions and rejections. 

Edgar Lee Masters is represented by “Spoon 
River” and “The Great Valley.” Vachel 
Lindsay also has two volumes. Miss Lowell 
herself, Edwin Arlington Robinson, John 
Masefield, John Gould Fletcher and Witter 
Bynner are given three each. Both the win- 
ners of the $s00 poetry prize awarded this vear 
by Columbia University, Carl Sandburg and 
Margaret Widdemer, are included with their 
prize volumes.

first week in June, the cost of printing h 
advanced by 12% per cent.

centage to present charges to bring the tota! 
increase On pre-war printing charges up to 2! 
least 130 per cent.” 
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Mail Order Commissions for 


the Salesman 

A much discussed topic in publishing houses 
of the present day concerns itself with the 
question shall salesmen get credit for mail 
orders received from their territories? Those 
who say “No” base their stand on a feeling 
that a man is paid to travel and sell goods; 
if he permits an order to escape him, then he 
leaves the field open to a competing man who 
may come the next day. Unless the salesman 
gets the order right while he is on the job, he 
has fallen down. 

Those of the other camp believe that a 
salesman should get credit for all business 
which comes out of his territory, whether he 
gets the order in person or it is sent in by 
mail. Some go further and state that if any- 
thing the salesman should have a little more 
credit for the order sent in by mail than if 
he had taken it personally. One of the houses 
holding this view states in Printers’ Ink that 
its salesmen are sent out not so much with 
the idea of extracting orders from the 
trade as of taking care of the firm’s interests 
in that territory. It believes that the sales- 
man is really the representative of the hous. 
—not a peddler trying to unload goods—and 
as a representative he should be given credit 
for the mail orders which come in as a result 
of his efforts in the territory. 

In the long run the experience of most firms 
has led them to adopt a policy similar to the 
latter. By putting the best man they can find 
into a given locality, they expect him to look 
out for the best interests of the trade, in re- 
turn for which they reward him as befits a 
real business man. In the final analysis it is 
the proper education and developed good will 
of the retail customers for which every firm 
is desirous, and in a large measure this is 
gained thru representatives on the road who 
do their best work only when they are made 
to feel that they have had a square deal and 
are associated with a house which does con- 
structive business, rather than with one which 
is working forced orders. 


Girl’s Reading 


A recent investigation carried on among its 
readers by the editors of the Girls’ Companion 
brought forth some interesting information. 
Out of the 2060 personal responses sent in 
answer to their questionnaire it was found 
that the average age of the girls was 13.7 
years, with a large percentage of them attend- 
ing school either in the seventh or eighth 
grade or the first year high school. One of 
the questions asked was to tell one’s favorite 
recreation, whether it was some form of 
athletics, music, reading, dancing, the movies, 
or sewing. In nearly half of the cases read- 
ing was given as unqualified first choice. Such 
direct testimony from the girls themselves 
substantiates the general feeling among book- 
dealers that young people of the present day 
are constant and omniverous readers and po- 
tential buyers of current literature. 
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Mr. Shorter Visits New York 


Tho many distinguished men of letters come 
to our shores from England, few turn to the 
bookstores as their first point of interest and 
the New York book-trade has felt honored 
that Mr. Clement K. Shorter has found so 
much to draw his attention while in the city. 

Besides visiting those shrines for the biblio- 

phile, the Morgan and the Huntington libra- 
ries and the New York Public Library, Mr. 
Shorter has spoken in his “Literary Letter” 
to the London Sphere of his calls on the 
New York book-trade: 
_ “New York is a bookman’s paradise alike 
in its bookshops, its auction sale rooms, its 
public libraries, and above all in its wonder- 
ful private collections. There is no book- 
seller’s shop for the sale of new books in 
London which can for a moment compare 
with Brentano’s in New York, I was in that 
shop within an hour or two of my landing. 
because I had promised a small boy who is 
very dear to me an illustrated ‘Shakspere,’ 
and no good illustrated ‘Shakspere,’ as far as 
I am aware, has been issued in England with- 
in my memory. Here I got what I wanted. 

“Then think of the gratification to my 
vanity which a visit to a foreign bookstore— 
there are no shops but only stores in America 
—involves. I am a quite obscure person, | 
believe, everywhere but in a bookshop. | 
had purchased several books, and then I 
handed the manager my card and asked him 
if he would take a cheque. He promptly fell 
into my arms, assured me that my name was 
very familiar to him, and proposed to take 
me to another floor where I should see a pile 
of new Spheres which had just arrived. I 
went, and on the way a man came up and 
spoke to me, assuring me that he had often 
sold me books at Hatchard’s in Piccadilly. 
Thus you see that bookmen have a kind of 
freemasonry of their own. 

“I called upon Mr. Drake to thank him 
for his valuable gift, a rare Kipling item, and 
found myself in a store where only first edi- 
tions are sold. [ found Defoes and Swifts 
and Shelleys in abundance, and countless rare 
manuscripts, including one of Mr. Thomas 
Hardy’s stories. Marston Drake and his father, 
James E. Drake, are great bookmen. 

“Then there was my visit to the Anderson 
Galleries—the Sotheby’s of New York. I 
found myself in a stately building with a 
staircase which recalled Stafford House, one 
noble room devoted to Spanish pictures, an- 
other to book auctions. The Quaritchs, the 
Maggses, and the Sabins of New York made 
their bids for first editions from superbly up- 
holstered chairs in a subdued light, and I do 
not exaggerate in describing as in a scene of 
rare splendor. The head of this great busi- 
ness is Mr. Mitchell Kennerley, an English- 
man who started life in London in the pub- 
lishing business of Tohn Lane. He went to 
New York at seventeen to assist in the found- 
ing of the John Lane Company here, and 
three years later founded a publishing busi- 
ness of his own.”

The Best Gardening Books 

“Some Books on Gardening” was the sub- 
ject of a lecture given by Dr. J. H. Barn- 
hart, Librarian of the New York Botanical 
Garden, on June 28th, in the Museum Build- 
ing of the Garden. 

A number of selected books on gardening 
were arranged on the platform for the audi- 
ence to examine after the lecture. Dr. Barn- 
hart emphasized the fact that all the books 
exhibited were American publications. English 
publications on gardening were excluded be- 
cause they are of small use to an American, 
as the English climate and the English flora 
are so different from our own. Dr. Barn- 
hart contended that an American gardener 
should use American books. 

Books on particular groups of plants are 
becoming more and more popular. Among 
these are books on Ferns, Daffodils, Water 
Lilies, Violets, Sweet Peas, Hardy Plants, 
etc. There is likewise a growing demand for 
books on special problems in gardening; such 
as, Indoor Gardening, Japanese Gardening, 
Landscape Gardening, Gardening for Young 
People, etc. 

The foundation work on the subject of 
gardening is “The Standard Cyclopedia of Hor- 
ticulture,” edited by Professor Liberty H. Bai- 
ley, and published by Macmillan, the new edi- 
tion, completely rewritten, coming in six vol- 
umes. 

The Garden Library, published by Double- 
day, and the series of books on gardening 
published by McBride were commended as 
especially valuable. The gardening books of 
A.. T. De La Mare & Co. were mentioned as 
among the very best books on the subject.

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Obituary Notes 


T. S. Beckwitu, founder of the firm of 
T. S. Beckwith & Co. and one of the oldest 
booksellers in the state of Virginia, died re- 
cently at his home in Petersburg, Va. Mr. 
Beckwith’s connections with bookselling ante- 
date the Civil War in which he took part 
as a native Virginian. For many years he 
made regular trips to New York to do his 
buying and there formed many enduring 
friendships among the publishers. He started 
in business for himself after the war ‘and 
was long known as one of the most intel- 
ligent and enterprising booksellers in the 
South. 

JoHN Fox, Jr. the novelist, died at his 
home at Big Stone Gap, Va., on July 8 after 
a brief illness of pneumonia. Mr. Fox, whe 
was one of America’s best-known writers of 
mountaineer life, was born in Kentucky in 
1863 and was graduated from Harvard in the 
class of 1883.
